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REMARKS 

INTRODUCTION 

In accordance with the foregoing, claims 3-7 and 51-53 have been amended, new claims 
70-73 have been added, and claims 1, 2, 8-50 and 54-69 have been canceled, without prejudice 
or disclaimer. Claims 10-14, 16. 17, 19-22, 25-48, 55-56, 58-60 and 63-69 will be filed in 
continuation applications. 

Claims 3-7, 51-53 and 70-73 are pending and under consideration. 

Although some of the following claims have been canceled, they may also be included in 
continuation applications. Claims 29-48 and 66-69 have been allowed and claims 3, 4, 19, 20, 
35, 36, 51, 52, 58, 59, 63 and 64 have been indicated as including allowable subject matter. 
Therefore, claims 3, 4, 51 and 52 have been amended in the present application to include 
allowable subject matter, thereby placing them in allowable condition. Similarly, claims 19, 20, 
35, 36, 58, 59, 63 and 64 have also been introduced in continuation applications, including 
allowable subject matter. Therefore, with all pending independent claims in allowable condition, 
the dependent claims thereof are similarly in condition for allowance. 

CONCLUSION 

There being no further outstanding objections or rejections, it is submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance. An early action to that effect is courteously solicited.
